SCHOOL ASSAULT: 

girls are cautioned 


TWO teenagers arrested after 
a pupil at Ysgol Bro 
Morgannwg was assaulted on 
Buttrills Playing Field in 
Barry, have been given youth 
conditional cautions. 

The girls, aged 13 and 15, were 
dealt with by Barry Youth Panel on 
February 2. 

As a result of the cautions - the 
highest out-of-court sanction that can 
be imposed - the offenders will be 
required to adhere to a variety of 
interventions by the Youth Offending 
Service. 

Failure to comply with the 
conditions imposed will see the 
original matter referred to court. 

Vale Police Sergeant Paul Francis 


said: “This process will help to address 
the behaviour of the girls who 
committed the assault, and offer 
further support to the victim, who will 
be afforded additional protection by 
the order. 

“This is not an easy option for the 
offenders. The interventions are 
intensive and will force them to 
appreciate the gravity of the assault 
and understand the huge impact it has 
had on their victim. 

“They will be under no illusion that 
failure to comply with its requirements 
will have serious consequences. 

“The order also aims to minimise 
further distress to the victim, who will 
be spared the experience of court 
proceedings, which can be difficult for 
all concerned.”

FOR MISSING 
PENSIONER 


POLICE are very 
concerned for the 
safety of a Vale 
pensioner, who has 
been missing since 
Tuesday. 

Al z heimer’s sufferer 
John Sutton, 81, of 
Llantwit Major was 
reported missing shortly 
before 9.30am on 
Tuesday, February 7, after 
a carer arrived to find his 
home empty. 

Later that day, Acting 
Chief Inspector Jason 
Herbert said: “Mr Sutton 
has not been seen for 
several hours now and our 
officers and his family are 
becoming increasingly 
concerned for his 
welfare.” 

On Wednesday, he 
praised the public for its 
support with the search 
and added: “I would 
appeal to them to 
continue helping by 
making thorough 

searches of their gardens, 
sheds and outhouses, as 
well as keeping an eye out 
for Mr Sutton while they 
going about their 
everyday activities. 

“Due to his illness, Mr 
Sutton is likely to be in a 


confused state, and our 
concern for him is 
growing rapidly as he has 
now been missing for at 
least 24 hours.” 

As The GEM was 
going to press on 
Wednesday, mountain 
rescue teams, the 

Coastguard and the 

National Police Air 

Service, were all 

continuing to assist police 
officers on the ground.

C ouncillor Neil Moore’s 
response to my questions 
regarding the Coldbrook flood 
relief scheme avoids addressing my 
concerns ( ‘How justified are escalating 
costs of flood scheme? Estimate is now 
£5.865m’: The GEM, February 2). 

My points were about how the work and 
project are being controlled, and not whether 
the flood relief scheme is required. The 
impression given is that I, and others, need 
convincing about the need of the work, and that 
could not be further from the truth. 

In the past, I have spoken as a school 
governor at a scrutiny committee about the 
disastrous flood: building on the flood plain. 

I raised objections to the development of 
White Farm because of inadequate drainage 
along the Coldbrook; I tried to articulate 
community concerns at the public inquiry, but I 


costs 

was prevented by the inspector from raising the 
issue of drainage; and I have had articles and 
letters published on the poor drainage at 
Cemetery Lane and Lydstep Road. 

Like many others, I do not need to be 
persuaded that the flood prevention work was 
necessary. 

To remind readers, my questions were about 
escalating costs; doubling the contract period; 
accountability for public expenditure, and the 
use of delegated powers. 

Agreeing authority for council officials to 
approve additional sums up to £2.5m “on any 
further increases”, when cabinet meets every 
two weeks, is unnecessary and excessive.

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Cannabis factory in 
Barry uncovered 


POLICE have 
dismantled two 
cannabis factories 
in Maesteg and 
Barry - preventing 
hundreds of 
thousands of 
pounds worth of 
the drug hitting the 
streets of South 
Wales. 

A police 

spokeswoman said: 
“Officers executing a 
warrant at an address in 
Tonna Road, Maesteg, 
on Wednesday afternoon 
(January 25), discovered 
42 cannabis plants 
spread out across two of 
the property’s bedrooms. 

“Less than half an 
hour later, a suspicious 
letting agent reported 
concerns about a 
property on Barry Road 
in Barry. 

“At the house, officers 
found more than 200 
growing plants, and 
more than 150 pots 
containing freshly cut 
plants. At least eight 
rooms at the property 
were being used for the 
large-scale operation. 

“Both factories were 
swiftly closed down and 
all drugs and related 
equipment seized. 

“Enquiries are now 
ongoing to identify those 
running the operations.” 

Detective Inspector 
Julian Kerslake said: 
“Both incidents show 
how determined we are 
at South Wales Police to 
tackle both the misuse of 
drugs and those who are 
capitalising on it. 

“Drugs continue to 
blight our communities 
and we will continue to 
target those involved in 
the supply of cannabis 
and other drugs in the 
Vale of Glamorgan and 
Bridgend. 

“The cannabis 
recovered on Wednesday 
had an estimated street 
value of £200,000 and it 
would have made its 
way on to the streets of 
south Wales had it not 
been seized. 

“But while these two 
factories have now been 
shut down, we are fully 
aware that more are 
continually being 
established by greedy 
criminals who have a 
total disregard for the 
law. 

“As always, I would 
appeal to the public to 
contact us if they suspect 
illegal drug activity is 
taking place where they, 
as the second of these 
two incidents proves the 
public can make a very 
real difference by acting 
as our eyes and ears. 

“We actively 
encourage people to 
come forward and tell us 
what they know or 
suspect.”

Vale MP becomes 1,000th 
signature on the Dinas 
Powys bypass petition 



CAMPAIGNERS 
petitioning the 
Welsh Government 
for a Dinas Powys 
bypass have 

received their 
1,000th signature - 
from Vale MP Alun 
Cairns. 

The petition calls on 
the Welsh Assembly “to 
urge the Welsh 
Government to provide 
the necessary funding 
and support for the 
construction of a Dinas 
Powys bypass.” 

The Vale Council has 
announced that it is 
helping to fund a study 
into transport issues in 
the village. 

Bypass campaigners 
want Welsh Government 
funding guarantees so the 
project can move 
forward. 

They say they have 
been encouraged by 
positive statements from 
the Welsh Government in 
recent months, including 
by Ken Skates the 
Infrastructure Minister, 
who called the situation 
in Dinas Powys a 
“unique issue”, and said 
he would ask his officials 
to “work closely with the 
Vale Council to find a 
solution that can be fully 


funded.” 

Campaigners have 
also said that they want 
more support from the 
Vale Council on the 
project. 

In a recent letter to 
Vale MP Alun Cairns, 
Peter King, the council 
cabinet member 

responsible for highways 
said: “The council is of 
the view that while the 
provision of a bypass 
would partially address 
‘through traffic issues’ 
within Dinas Powys, it 
would not address the 
primary issues which 
cause the congestion, ie 
the constraints imposed 
by The Merrie Harrier 
and Baron’s Court 
junctions, and would 
merely transpose the 
issue to another 
location.” 

Mr Cairns praised the 
bypass campaigners for 
their work, going door- 
to-door to collect 
signatures, but expressed 
concern that the project 
may be impossible 
without support from the 
Vale Council. 

‘Think again’ 

He said: “The bypass 
campaigners led by 
Vincent Driscoll and 
Andrew Robertson are 
doing an excellent job of 
bringing the issue of

traffic in Dinas Powys to 
the forefront of people’s 
minds and garnering 
support for the project. 

“It is fantastic that the

SECRETARY of State for 
Environment, Food and Rural 
Affairs, Andrea Leadsom MP, 
has met local NFU Cymru 
members on a farm in Wenvoe 
to discuss issues facing the 
Welsh agricultural industry. 

She was joined by Secretary of State 
for Wales, Alun Cairns MP for the 
Vale. 

The visit was followed by two 
meetings in Cardiff Bay. The first, led 
by Mr Cairns and the Welsh Office, 
was attended by NFU Cymru 
officeholders and staff. The second 
round table meeting, organised by the 
Welsh Government and headed by 
Fesley Griffiths AM, Cabinet 
Secretary for Environment and Rural 
Affairs, was attended by NFU Cymru 


president, Stephen James. 

Mr James said: “The visit and 
subsequent meetings, which were 
extremely positive and constmctive, 
gave us the opportunity to impress 
upon Ms Leadsom the importance of 
trade and export markets, particularly 
as 90 per cent of our food and drink 
exports and over a third of our lamb 
crop is exported to the EU. 

“Fosing access to those markets, 
even if it was for a short period, or 
being hindered by tariffs or non-tariff 
barriers would be extremely damaging 
to Wales. 

“We also spoke about future support 
and the need for parity with our 
counterparts across the UK and the 
EU. Another key part of the discussion 
was over the subject of labour and 
access to a reliable workforce.” 


ON February 1, the 
Rhoose Community 
Library became 
responsible for the 
running of the 
former council-run 
library.

PERHAPS it was 
the predicted heavy 
showers that put 
people off because 
only three walkers 
turned out to join 
Rachel from 

Penarth and 

District Ramblers 
on a walk in the 
Abercarn area, 
where it in fact 
turned out to be dry 
and sunny. 

From below the 
derelict outline of St 
Luke’s Church, set on the 
hillside above Twyn 
Road, a climb through 
houses led onto narrow 
paths above Cwm 
Gwyddon. 

They went uphill 
through fields before the 
reward of brilliant views 
towards Newbridge and 


Crumlin. 

Passing beautiful 
gnarled and misshapen 
beech trees forming an 
archway, boggy fields led 
to Forestry Commission 
land above the top end of 
Cwm Gwyddon and a 
pause for morning 
coffee. 

Wide forest tracks led 
on to the entrance to 
Mynydd Maen Common 
where the moorland was 
boggy underfoot after 
heavy rain. 

Crossing a recently 
scarred and churned up 
area, caused by off-road 
motorcycles, a rough 
track with grand views of 
the line of pylons which 
cross Mynydd Twyn-glas 
led them into a slight 
headwind, but with the 
first view of Twmbarlwm 
to the south.

On one occasion, when there was a threat to her, 
the house she was staying in was surrounded by men 
shoulder-to-shoulder with guns, ready to protect her. 

In the night, she was surprised to find a man was 
posted outside her bedroom door. 

Lucy related interesting episodes from the 
countries she helped, including Vietnam, Kuwait, 
South Sudan, Russia and Nepal. Although not able to 
speak the languages of most of the countries she 
went to, she learnt to read people’s eyes. She found 
her gender and wearing the local dress of benefit 
when talking to people from countries where 
females are often considered inferior.

James Bird, National Officer for BBC Children in 
Need Wales, said: “We want to give projects 
working with disadvantaged children and young 
people, who may be looking for funding, the 
opportunity to discuss their ideas in a face to face 
setting. 

“We know from our existing work in the Vale that 
local projects could benefit from BBC Children in 
Need funding, so I’d encourage any interested 
projects to apply for an appointment and find out 
more.” 

The charity funds two types of grants; both of 
which are open to applicants. A Small Grants 
Programme includes grants up to and including 
£10,000, which supports projects for one year, while 
the Main Grants Programme is for grants over

Work to make Penarth’s parks to be 
‘more wheelchair-friendly’ starting 


PARKS in Penarth are set 
to receive wheelchair- 
accessible roundabouts, as 
modifications are made to 
the original designs to 
upgrade the areas. 

Plassey Square and Penarth 
Cliff Walk play areas will now 
boast the roundabouts - which 
boost accessibility to disabled 
users - as part of the Vale of 
Glamorgan Council’s proposals to 
upgrade a number of play areas in 
Penarth. 

A total of £600,000 had been 
set aside for improvements to 
parks in north Penarth, including 
Plassey Square, Dingle Park, 


Cogan recreation ground and 
Paget Road through money 
received in section 106 
contributions. The Penarth Cliff 
Tops play area refurbishment, 
meanwhile, has been made 
possible due to Vale Council 
internal funding. 

The wheelchair-accessible 
roundabout upgrade to Plassey 
Square has been made possible, 
said a spokesperson, “within the 
existing parameters of the S106 
funding”. The addition of a 
wheelchair-accessible roundabout 
to Penarth Cliff Top has been 
funded via departmental asset 
renewal funding for 2016/17, with 
the installation and surfacing costs 


of this additional equipment being 
covered by the play contractor 
Sunshine Playgrounds as a 
community goodwill gesture. 

Anna Murphy, co-founder of 
Oshi’s World, a local charity that 
supports families of children with 
disabilities and special needs, 
said: “It’s wonderful to hear that 
the Vale Council has upgraded the 
plans for these two play areas to 
include wheelchair accessible 
roundabouts.

Wale roots shaped my 
politics’ - Tory leader 



LEADER of the Welsh 
Conservatives and lifelong 
Vale resident, Andrew RT 
Davies, has spoken of how 
his roots in the area 
inspired him to go into 
politics. 

Mr Davies, who has 
represented the Vale in the 
National Assembly for Wales 
since 2007 as regional AM for 
South Wales Central, made the 
comments as he addressed the 
Politics and Welsh Societies at the 
Fondon School of Economics 
(FSE) recently - in an event on 
‘Why Wales voted Brexit’. 

Feaving school at 16 to work in 
the family farming business in St 
Hilary outside Cowbridge, Mr 
Davies said he had never intended 


to go into politics and would not 
have imagined putting on a suit 
every day to go to work. 

But the BSE crisis of the 1990s, 
which had serious effects on many 
farms across the Vale and the 
whole of the UK, put him in a 
position where he thought he had 
to do something. 

At the time, he felt there were 
not enough politicians who 
understood agricultural issues - of 
huge importance in the Vale - and 
he could not sit back. 

He said he would never forget 
his background in the Vale, and 
that he campaigned for Brexit 
because he believed it would 
deliver a better future for the area 
and the whole of the country. 

Mr Davies said: “It was a 
pleasure to visit the FSE and 
address the Politics and Welsh 


Societies. While I went to speak 
about Brexit, it inevitably started 
with me talking about my 
background in the Vale and how 
this shaped my outlook. 

“When I joined the family 
farming business, I never 
imagined I would one day go into 
politics, but it was the impact the 
BSE crisis was having on the 
agricultural industry in the Vale 
that inspired me to do it. 

“I firmly believe that Brexit 
offers many opportunities to the 
area, as we will be able to reduce 
EU regulation and deliver policies 
that work for our local 
communities. 

“I was delighted to have the 
opportunity to share this insight 
with LSE students and I would 
like to thank them for their kind 
invite to speak.”

‘Assembly must act on 
business rate relief’

N Monday I 
will be 
holding a 
meeting in the Bear 
Hotel, Cowbridge, 
for small business 
owners affected by 
the ongoing issue 
of changing 
business rates. 

Specialists in the 
rateable value from 
Cooke and Arkwright 
will be speaking, 
providing advice on 
how businesses can 
appeal new rateable 
values and keep 
business rates as low 
as possible. 

The meeting is to 
take place at 6pm in 
the ballroom of the 
hotel, and all small 
business owners in the 
Vale of Glamorgan are 
welcome. 

Many businesses 
across the Vale, and 
particularly in 
Cowbridge, are 
bracing themselves to 
be hit quite hard by 
new, higher rates over 
the coming years. The 
effect of the new rate 


mitigated in the short¬ 
term by a ‘transitional 
rate relief’ from the 
Welsh Government, 
which will stagger the 
increase over a longer 
period of time. 

Effective 

campaigning from 
local businesses led by 
Sally Stephenson of 
The Pencil Case 
stationery store in 
Cowbridge has forced 
the Welsh Government 
to double the size of 
this fund. 

Although this 
transitional relief is 
better than nothing, it 
falls far short of what 
is needed to protect 
our High Streets. As 
the name implies, it 
exists to ease the 
transition to rates that 
are too high for many 
of our most valued 
business to survive, 
meaning the eventual 
impact on High Streets 
will likely be 
negligible. 

What is needed is a 
permanently enhanced 
small business rate 
relief, similar to that 
which will be used in

Government from 
April onwards. As it 
stands, traders in 
Wales will pay 
significantly higher 
rates in the years to 
come than businesses 
in England with 
premises of the exact 
same value. 

This is because in 
England, rates will be 
abolished for all 
businesses with a 
rateable value below 
£12,000 and tapered 
up from there. The 
qualifying band for 
full relief in Wales is 
much lower. 

For example, a 
boutique clothes store 
on Eastgate in 
Cowbridge, is 
currently paying 
£1,546 per year in 
rates, but will be liable 
for £5,260 per year 
following revaluation. 
If the shop were based 
in England it would 
pay no business rates 
at all after April. 

Sally Stephenson of 
the Cowbridge 
traders’ campaign is 
very aware of this 
difference, and is 
petitioning the Welsh 


Government for a 
proper, permanent 
relief scheme achieving 
a degree of parity with 
England. 

It is up to the Welsh 
Government to listen 
and act to protect that 
most valuable 
institution in our 
communities, the High 
Street.

Any motorist caught 
using a handheld device 
while driving will 

receive six points on 
their driving licence and 
a £200 fine. 

Chief Inspector 
Martyn Stone, of South 
Wales Police, said: 

“Drivers who decide to 
use a mobile phone at the 
wheel are committing an 
offence. By using a 
device whilst you drive, 
you increase the risk and 
probability of being 

involved in a serious or 
fatal collision. 

“The current penalty 
for anyone caught using 
a mobile phone while 
driving is a £100 fine and 
three penalty points. In 
more serious cases, 
police officers have 

powers to prosecute 
drivers for careless or 
dangerous driving. 

New penalties, that 
will be made available to 
police officers on March 
1, show the importance

furniture at all.” 

Coun Brookes went to 
the store in January and 
was told that the sofas 
and chairs on offer were 
new, met all relevant fire 
regulations, and would 
have each retailed at 
more than £1,500. 

“The sofas are being 
delivered free by 
delivery teams from next 
week, and discussions 
have already begun to 
provide dining, beds and 
bedroom furniture to 
those in need,’ the 
spokesperson added.

Gold shimmers, 
but doesn’t linger... 


T HE McCon- 
naissance 
was a 

phenomenon 
concerning 
Matthew 
McConaughey, 
who, after paddling 
in the shallow 
waters of awful 
romantic comedies, 
decided to tackle 
more substantial 
fare starting with 
2011’s The Lincoln 
Lawyer. 

From there, 
McConaughey landed 
the best reviews of his 
career, landing an 
Oscar for Dallas 
Buyers Club, while 
delivering in films as 
diverse as Interstellar 
and The Paperboy. Yet, 
it seems to have gone 
slightly awry for the 
actor since, with both 
The Sea of Trees and 
Free State of Jones 
being met with 
lukewarm critical and 
commercial response. 

He’ll be hoping to 
redress the balance in 
Gold, which sees him 
play Kenny Wells, a 
prospector desperate 
for a lucky break, who 
teams up geologist 
Michael Acosta (Edgar 
Ramirez). The pair 
embark on a journey to 
find gold in the 
uncharted jungle of 
Indonesia, but when 
they strike lucky they 
discover that their 
problems are only just 
beginning... 

The world of gold 
prospecting is an 
intriguing and murky 


one - ripe, then, for 
Hollywood to sink its 
teeth into, especially 
given that this story is 
one that is based on 
true events. All told, 
Gold is a film that is 
worth panning for, 
though its 
preoccupation with 
surface concerns rather 
than digging deeper 
into this world of 
gigantic money and 
power means that is 
doesn’t perhaps shine 
as brightly as you 
would hope. 

Given that he put on 
451bs and made himself 
balding for the role, 
Matthew 

McConaughey throws 
himself headlong into 
the role of Kenny 
Wells, a man who took 
his father’s prosperous 
company into near 
collapse before 
restoring its fortunes 
through a trip to 
Indonesia. While the 
actor perhaps reverts to 
type a little too often 
(for all his ability, 
McConaughey ’ s 
laconic drawl is easily, 
if unfairly, lampooned) 
it’s still a charismatic 
turn that, while a little 
too fa mi liar in its rags- 
to-riches-back-to-rags 
story, holds your 
attention. 

Wells isn’t a bad 
guy, just one whose 
inability to maintain 
success and grasping 
defeat from the jaws of 
victory, yet who won’t 
lie down and take it, 
and McConaughey 
brings him to life well. 

Alongside him, his 
partner Michael Acosta 
is also well-realised by

the underrated Edgar 
Ramirez; the straight 
man to Wells’ 
charismatic showman, 
Ramirez’s turn is cool 
and level-headed, 
maintaining his 
composure while all 
around him pivots on 
champagne, private 
helicopters and more 
champagne, until a 
surprise twist throws 
everything in the air. 

They are backed up 
by small but well- 
delivered performances 
from the likes of Bryce 
Dallas Howard as 
Kenny’s long-time 
(and, you get the 
impression, long- 
suffering) girlfriend, 
Corey Stoll and Toby 
Kebbell, who all bring 
something to the table. 

Director Stephen 
Gaghan is better known 
for writing Traffic and 
Syriana (which he also 
directed), both films 
that exposed the dark 
(or darker) underbellies 
of the world of drugs 
and oil respectively, 
making him a good 
choice to helm a film 
that tackles the world 
of prospecting. While 
he makes a decent fist 


of it, he never seems to 
truly get a handle on 
the subject matter, 
never really getting 
underneath the story, 
which just tends to hit 
the right notes at the 
right times and little 
more. 

Writers John Zinman 
and Patrick Massett 
have spent much of 
their careers writing for 
episodic television, and 
in a way it shows here, 
with the film aping the 
likes of The Wolf of 
Wall Street in terms of 
structure and plotting. 

There is a reveal 
which comes as a 
welcome curveball, but 
that aside the pair don’t 
really create a narrative 
that goes below the 
surface, with only lip 
services paid when 
another gold prospector 
comes on the scene. 

It does take the shine 
off Gold somewhat, 
that while the 
performances are 
engaging enough, the 
story doesn’t have 
enough meat (nor 
depth) to truly satisfy - 
it’s a film that 
shimmers but one that 
will likely fade from 
view post-credits. 

VERDICT: A story 
that demanded more 
depth yet lacks it, Gold 
showcases decent turns 
from its cast but 
doesn’t dig deep 
enough to find the 
narrative treasures that 
lay beneath the surface. 
There is a compelling 
tale to be told, but it’s 
slightly mishandled, 
leaving the charms of 
the cast to drag it over 
the line. Enjoyable.

• Without a Will, the 
state directs who 
inherits your estate, so 
the people you wish to 
benefit may get 
nothing.

Bob ( 88 ) and Tina ( 90 ) 
meet Cupid at Blind 
Veterans’ charity lunch 


A Vale couple in 
their eighties are 
looking forward to 
celebrating on 
Valentine’s Day - 
after finding love 
through national 
military charity 
Blind Veterans UK. 

Bob Hicks, 88 and 
from Barry, met Tina 
Morgan, 90 and from 
Dinas Powys, at a lunch 
held by Blind Veterans 
UK. Both Bob and Tina 
have been widowed and 
received free specialist 
support from the charity. 

Bob says: “When I 
met Tina at the Blind 
Veterans UK lunch we 
really hit it off. Within a 
month of meeting, I 
invited her to come on 
holiday with me because 
I was nervous about 
going on my own and she 
ended up saying yes. 

“Since then, we’ve 
travelled all over the 
world together. It’s 
amazing that we get on 
so well.” 

Bob served in the 
Royal Air Force during 
his National Service 
from 1947. He 
completed his training at 
RAF Bawdsey in Suffolk 
and then served in the Air 
Traffic Control unit in 
Gloucester. 

He was discharged 
two years later in 1949, 
as an Aircraftman. 

Bob said: “My job in 
the RAF was to prevent 
all radio signals from 
being intercepted. 

“It was very 
interesting work and I 
enjoyed it a lot. 

“I met my wife in the 
RAF and I remember 


those days as some of the 
happiest ones of my life.” 

It was years later that 
Bob’s sight started to 
deteriorate because of a 
genetic disease, macular 
dystrophy. He was 
registered sight-impaired 
in 2011. 

Bob says: “My sight 
loss was gradual and I 
didn’t notice it at first. It 
seemed to go through 
cycles of degenerating, 
stabilising for a while 
and then degenerating 
again. It was very 
disruptive and eventually 
I had to give up my job.” 

Fortunately, Bob met 
another veteran who was 
being supported by Blind 
Veterans UK, who 
encouraged him to 
contact the charity. 

He started to receive 
free specialist support 
from the charity in 2015. 

Bob said: “Blind 
Veterans UK has been 
very good to me. 
They’ve given me some 
brilliant equipment to 
help me with my sight 
loss. I have a reading aid 
which means that I can 
blow up type to a much 
larger size. 

“It’s given me a bit of 
independence again, 
because now I can read 
my own letters.” 

Tina has been in 
contact with Blind 
Veterans UK for many 
years, as her late veteran 
husband, John ,had also 
been supported after he 
lost his sight. 

When John passed 
away in 2003, Tina 
continued to receive 
support from the charity 
and attend its social 
events. 

Tina said: “Before

Penarth Hockey 
Club news round-up 

DEVIZES 0, PENARTH 1 


With several key players 
unavailable, Penarth took a 
streamlined first XI squad on their 
furthest away day of the season, 
looking to avoid a potential banana 
skin at Devizes and become the first 
team to leave with three points this 
season. 

Penarth were forced onto the back 
foot in the opening exchanges and had 
to dig in deep to preserve their clean 
sheet. However, after settling and 
becoming wise to Devizes’ tactics, the 
Bears soon began to move the ball 
around better, getting out of contact 
quicker to end the first half with the 
upper hand even though neither side 
created any real chances and headed 
into half-time goalless. 

The second period proved to be 
much the same, with Devizes 
continuing their physical approach and 
breaking down of play, which turned 
the game into a very scrappy affair, 
with little flow to proceedings and not 
much attractive hockey being played. 

From very early on, a rare goalless 
draw for the hitherto free-scoring 
Penarth side looked to be a real 
possibility but, midway through the 
first half, the Bears had made a tactical 
change and moved Chris Baker from 
right midfield to striker to give him 
more of a free role and utilise his 
dribbling skills and pace. 

The change paid off immediately, as 
Penarth looked more dangerous on the 
counter, and Baker, picking the ball up 
deep in his own half, went on one of 
his trademark mazy runs, beating 
several defenders for pace down the 
right wing and smashing his shot 
inches wide for what would of been a 
goal of the season contender. 

Baker would also play a part in the 
game’s deciding moment. With the 
clock entering the final ten minutes, 
Joe Thomas made a fine tackle on 
Devizes’ right winger before finding 
his team-mate on halfway with a 
reverse stick pass up the line. Baker 
drove infield, drawing the defence with 
him before spotting the run of David 
Joyce, who had peeled to the left into 
the ‘D’. 

Having been picked out with a 
disguised pass, Joyce made no 
mistake, smashing his shot through the 
‘keeper’s legs to score what looked to 
be the wining goal. 

Despite taking the initiative, Penarth 
had to dig deep to see out the final few 
minutes, led by man of the match Andy 
Strong. Devizes had one last chance to 
draw level with a penalty corner on the 
final whistle, but the Bears charged 
down the shot and cleared their lines to 
claim a vital 1-0 victory. 

PENARTH A 2, CARDIFF 
UNIVERSITY B 3 
The second XI welcomed runaway 
De Cymru 1 leaders Cardiff 
University to Stanwell knowing that 
a victory would be hard to come by 
and well aware of the threat the 
visitors posed following a bruising 
first encounter earlier in the season. 

The Bears started well and pressed 
the students hard, forcing a high 
turnover of their own and winning a 
penalty comer, but, when that went 
unconverted, the students settled into 
their rhythm and started to dominate. 

The university side passed the ball 
quickly and accurately and, attacking 
in numbers, showed why they are out 
of sight at the top of the league. It took 
some excellent tackling and some 
superb saves from goalkeeper Mark 
Harris to maintain parity on the 
scoreboard but, eventually, the 
students grabbed the opener in 
fortunate fashion, with the ball being 
deflected just in front of Harris to give 
the ‘keeper no chance. 

Penarth’s task soon doubled as, 
despite Harris again being forced into 
action to deny the students’ initial 
effort, the rebound fell to an unmarked 
forward who flicked the ball from the 
top of the ‘D’ into the top comer. 

At 2-0 down, the Bears finally 
started to maintain greater possession, 
and their experience started to show as 
they grabbed the momentum and 
started to dominate the game. 

The second half saw more of the 


same from the Bears, with Docherty 
and debutant Keegan Hoare defending 
aggressively to win turnovers high in 
midfield, which allowed Penarth to 
continue dominating the game. 

Phil Lane and Tom Parkinson were 
served well by the turnover ball, but 
were unable to convert pressure into 
goals, with Lane being denied by the 
keeper on several occasions when a 
goal looked like it was coming.

WELSH UNDERDOGS CAN

T HE only thing that is certain on the 
opening weekend of a Six Nations 
tournament, is that it could spring at 
least one shock result - and sure enough, this 
came at an ecstatic Murray field, where 
Scotland, who have been quietly reforming 
under head coach Vern Cotter, came from 
behind to crush fancied Ireland’s hopes of a 
Grand Slam at the first hurdle, with a 
stunning 27-22 victory in the final ten 
minutes. 

“This would have to rank as the best win of my 
time in charge ,” a smiling Cotter said after 
watching his troops battle through, despite 
being under the cosh in terms of possession and 
territory for much of the 80 minutes - man-of- 
the-match, Duncan Hogg, staking an impressive 
claim for a spot on the British and Irish Lions’ 
tour to New Zealand in the summer.

couple of hours later at Twickenham, where a 
re-galvanised France also threatened to 
prematurely end the title favourites’ hopes of a 
back-to-back Grand Slam, before England 
scrambled to an unconvincing 19-16 victory at 
the end, their 15th in succession. 

Their head coach, Eddie Jones, described the 
performance as “ awful”, though he did add that 
he had always been confident they would 
prevail, despite trailing for most of the match. 

The Wales players watching on TV in their 
Rome hotel while preparing for their banana 
skin encounter with outsiders Italy the next day, 
would have taken careful note of Scotland’s 
vivid reminder that nothing can be taken for 
granted at this level - and also that there really 
is everything to play for in this year’s 
championship. 

The message would have been forcibly 
conveyed by their abrasive new skipper, Alun 
Wyn Jones, who had been described by a 
national newspaper scribe as “resembling a 
warrior from the Visigothic age” for his resolute 
commitment on the field; while Wales’ defence 
coach Shaun Edwards has said of him- “he is a 
man you want to follow into battle”. 

And so it proved, with the big Osprey leading 
as always from the front, as the heavens opened 
and the rain poured down at stafio Olympico, 
on Sunday, Wales avoiding a second shock 
result by beating off a determined challenge to 
launch their Six Nations campaign with a 
convincing 33-7 victory. 

Mind you, it didn’t look that way in a first 
half that saw the typically rugged Azzurri, 
reanimated under new management and 
perhaps still basking in their shock autumn win 
over South Africa, take the game to Wales and 
threatening to dominate up front, led by 
veteran skipper Sergio Parisse, severely testing 
the Welsh defence - while the men in red, to 
their credit, also sought to add more subtle, but 
controlled variety, despite the slippery 
conditions. 

Chances went a-begging though as errors 
mounted and when play switched to the other 
end, fierce Italian pressure eventually told with 
a converted push-over try, almost followed by 
another moments later. 

Thankfully, Wales full back, Leigh Halfpenny, 
then narrowed the deficit with a penalty, to 
make the half time score 7-3. 

As the Welsh players trooped off to the 
dressing room for a slice of lemon and a lecture, 
they knew they had come off second best, and 
the proverbial banana skin loomed large, with 
the tails-up Italians scenting another opening 
weekend shock. 

The picture changed dramatically after the 
interval, with the arrival of young outside half 
Sam Davies, who replaced injured Ospreys’ 
club mate Dan Biggar, and front row 
replacements Rob Evans and Tomas Francis, 
when it was the turn of the Italians to come 
under sustained pressure. 

Within minutes of the restart, Halfpenny had 
landed two quickfire penalties and when the 
struggling Azzurri were penalised for the 12th 


time, he struck again to take a suddenly 
transformed Wales into a 12-7 lead they never 
looked like relinquishing. 

A yellow card added to Italy’s woes as Wales 
stepped up the pressure, which saw Jonathan 
Davies touch down for a try easily converted by 
Halfpenny (19-7) and when the home side were 
penalised yet again, a wonderfully executed 
handling movement was capped by wing Liam 
Williams for a second try converted by that 
man Halfpenny, to take a now totally dominant 
Wales out of sight. 

With three minutes to go, it was fellow wing 
George North’s turn to race fully 60 yards for a 
converted try under the posts, despite 
struggling with a leg injury. Liam Williams 
almost put the icing on the cake with a bonus 
point, narrowly failing to ground the ball as the 
whistle blew for full time, and a job well done. 

That second half 30 points display should put 
the camp in great heart as they now turn their 
attention to the ‘big one’ - Saturday’s home 
clash against powerful England, and they have 
every reason to feel confident following that 
“awful” showing against France. 

Typically, Eddie Jones had taken “full 
responsibility” for the team’s performance, 
saying he had “ got some things wrong and had a 
lot of homework to go over”. 

However, a win was a win and it was 
“onwards and upwards... It’s England versus 
Wales in Wales next week. The test record shows 
60 per cent have been won by Wales and 40 per 
cent by England, so mentally there are things 
that go on,” he admitted 

I have been to the Principality Stadium and it 
is just another ground, so we will just have to 
work out why England don’t play well in Wales. 
Maybe it’s something to do with crossing the 
Severn River!” 

No doubt, the straight-talking Aussie had in 
mind that even more “awful” evening in 
Cardiff, when another Grand Slam seeking 
England side were sent back over the Severn 
licking their wounds, on the end of a 30-point 
epic defeat. 

While that is unlikely to be repeated under 
Eddie Jones in the heat of the Principality 
cauldron on Saturday, Welsh morale will have 
been hugely lifted and confidence will surely be 
high following their heartening fight-back and 
impressive second half display in Rome 

If this can be maintained and England again 
under-perform, as they did in narrowly 
overcoming a French side still trying to find 
their way back to the elan of old, the Welsh 
camp know they have every chance to more 
than match the threat from the men in white. 

They will undoubtedly go into Saturday’s 
game as underdogs - a role Welsh sides are 
traditionally comfortable with - and a golden 
opportunity awaits for the players (and the 
underfire coaches) to make a powerful 
statement that will send more shock waves 
through the Six Nations championship - and 
beyond to the watching Warren Gatland as he 
pencils in names for his Lions’ tour squad. 

There is no doubt that with growing self-belief, 
Wales have the talent and durability to do just 
that. What a prospect to savour!
